MOSCOW (UPI)—Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita S. Khrushchev re­ 
turned hone today from his sum­ 
mit conference in Vienna and re­ 
ceived an unusually quiet wel­ 
come at Vnukovo Airport. 
Before 
leaving 
Vienna 
this 
morning, Khrushchev expressed 
hope that his meeting with Presi­ 
dent Kennedy would help “solve 
the question of disarmament and 
the abolishment of the cold war.** 
Members of the Soviet govern­ 
ment were among the crowd 
which gathered at the airport for 
the welcoming ceremony. Soviet 
citizens, mostly factory workers 
brought by trucks, apppiauded and 
a few cheered. 
Big the arrival ceremony was 
muted in comparison to Khrush­ 
chev* homecoming from his first 
trip to the United States and 
other journeys he 
had 
abroad. 
Khrushchev passed up his tote 
chance for a session with foreign 
correspondents in Vienna and read 
his farewell speech carefully from 
a typewritten paper. 
He said his two-day meeting 
with Kennedy "will help promote 
lasting peace." 
‘i t has always been the policy 
of the Soviet Union to work for 
long and lasting peace and to 
solve all problems by negolia 
lions," he said. 
"However, the goal can be only 
achieved by solving the 
of disarmament and five abolish- 
ment of the cold war. 
“We would like to believe that 
the meeting* which we had with 
President Kennedy 
will serve 
these purposes and will
